truth. If a better world is to be realized, not only for 
ourselves but for all nations, it will be only through de¬ 
termination of individuals working through communi¬ 
ties and nations. 

Mr. Mackenzie pointed out that international trade is 
a two-way street. Canada cannot expect more than her 
fair share, but she is in more favorable position than ' 
most to map out proposals for world trade. As an illus¬ 
tration of exports which might call for sacrifice, he 
said that Canada might have to relinquish much of the 
present bacon trade with Britain, if Denmark is to be 
re-established. But offsetting that loss, he proposed a 
Editor trade agreement with Russia, by which 300,000 head of 
cattle could he shipped annually to restore the losses 
suffered in the Ukraine. 

This only one example of suggestions which the 
speaker outlined. His thought was that unless the peo¬ 
ple give their attention to the post-war future, a better 
woi^d of security will not be realized. Concrete ideas 
domestically or internationally, dare not wait the con¬ 
clusion of war. 

He spoke of industrial uses of farm produce, of ex¬ 
panding consumption within the nation, of the diversity 
of opinion on land settlement after the war. He spoke 
of free trade and disarmament viewpoints. 

These are all questions which individuals and organi¬ 
zations should be studying now. Out of discussions and 
thought can come crystallized opinion, supported by in¬ 
vincible purpose. This is the part which people at home 
may play. It will be an unforgivable thing if the soldiers 
now on the fighting fronts present the nations with 
peace, only to find that the people for whom they have 
been fighting have not planned what to do to ensure the 
peace.

ALWAYS THE WEST 


fpHE other day G. G. Coote, former representative of 
this riding at Ottawa, paid a visit to this office. And 
he never drops along but he leaves a thought to mull 
over. He expressed great approval of an advertise¬ 
ment which appeared a few weeks ago in support of the 
Victory Loan. It had been issued from the provincial 
loan office and put forth strikingly a few farm points 
which caught Mr. Coote’s eye. 

fn case the public overlooked that ad. it led off with 
the caption “You’re Right—Farming IS a gamble.” 
And it went on to give examples of the hazards of pro¬ 
duction—hail, rust, frost, drought, grasshoppers, web 
worm, sawfly; plus ceiling prices, low wool returns, 
price fluctuations, plugged elevators, limited wheat 
market, embarpf on hog exports, U.S. cattle market 
closed; and plus labor shortage, more school taxes, no 
new machinery, higher land taxation, no farm wage 
ceiling, farm truck regulations, rising production costs. 

That makes a formidable setup of handicaps, but in 
addition Alberta farms have given 40,000 men to the 
armed services. 

The point of the advertisement of course, was that 
the soldiers gamble against death jtnd injury, and de¬ 
spite the difficulties at home the soldiers must be sup¬ 
ported by purchase of Victory Loans. 

Mr. Coote walked off with a copy of this western ap¬ 
peal, with the remark that he wanted it for use in Otta¬ 
wa. The outline of farm hazards might prove enlight¬ 
ening. 

The question occurs whether the west is making as 
good use of Mr. Coote as it might. No one is more 
aware of western farm problems than he nor more cap- 
'able of presenting them clearly and reasonably. If 


some office were created in which he could serve in a 
Hasson capacity as interpreter and advocate of the west 
at Ottawa, it might be well worth while. Such a move 
would probably come most acceptably through farm or¬ 
ganizations and the Federation of Agriculture, but 
there is no question that urban organizations would fav¬ 
or the choice and the office. 

Some time ago it came to the knowledge of The 
Times that Mr. Coote .interviewed authorities in the 
east last summer on the unreasonable nature of truck 
regulations as originally outlined. He was able to pre¬ 
sent the position of the farm owner of a truck and the 
folly of the regulation refusing him right to carry any 
passenger. Other angles of restrictions from the west¬ 
ern standpoint were presented, and it is learned that 
modifications which resulted were due to a great extent 
to Mr. Coote’s representations. 

From the same source it was learned that Mr. Coote 
was able to get a direct hearing at Ottawa on the vexa¬ 
tious question of deducting income tax from harvest 
wages. His explanation of the situation was an import¬ 
ant factor in getting quick action in elimination of that 
farm headache. 

These are just two instances, coming indirectly to 
our knowledge of his volunteer services on behalf of 
western people. The point is that such services could 
be put to good use in a thousand ways. Mr. Coote 
knows Ottawa. He knows the right people to see, can 
always gain a hearing and commands respect in all de¬ 
partments. And unquestionably his heart is in the wel¬ 
fare of the west. 

Western people should make fullest use of a man of 
his training and understanding.

Camera Records of 
Where Bombs Fall 


Walter Legge, past president of 
Canadian Weekly Newspapers Asso¬ 
ciation, has been on official tour in 
England.

WHEAT HOLIDAY

I EN NESBITT, supervisor of Wheat Pool publicity, 
speaking recently to a farm body in Calgary, pro¬ 
posed something in the nature of a wheat holiday for 
farm consideration. 

He spoke of the enormous reserve supply on hand, 
and the immense investment of the government in 
wheat. It was his suggestion that the money expend¬ 
ed might be more profitably spent in bonuses to farmers 
for summerfallowing their land, or for sowing to grass 
or crops other than wheat. 

The federal treasury, he stated, 'will have invested 
half a billion in wheat by the end of the crop year, and 
the carrying charges on wheat are enormous. Even if 
the war should last another three years the supply of 
wheat on hand is more than sufficient. There is not 
available shipping space to move half the carryover 
across the ocean in any event. 

He surveyed the world situation in respect to wheat, 
and his conclusions were that present production could 
well be halted or greatly reduced for a season at least. 

Land cannot lie unremunerative, however, and if far¬ 
mers were to adopt voluntarily a policy of not growing 


wheat, they would have to be compensated to an extent 
comparable with returns normally received from pro¬ 
duction. Mr. Nesbitt’s proposal was a bonus along Unes 
such as have prevailed in the past in respect to summer- 
fallow, coarse grains and grass. 

There is great variation in farm position even within 
one small locality. Some farms could turn much more 
easily to a wheat holiday than others. Some areas are 
better adapted to wheat growing than any other type 
of husbandry, while other sections rarely produce wheat 
of good quality. There have been frequent proposals 
that zoning regulations be enforced to discourage wheat 
growing in areas not primarily suited for No. 1 produc¬ 
tion. 

Farm groups will doubtless give consideration to Mr. 
Nesbitt’s suggestion, but to be effective it would have to 
be enforced on a prairie wide scale. Any plans which the 
federal government may have for controlling or limiting 
production should be announced as soon as possible, so 
that the farm setup can be adjusted with a minimum of 
waste either in time, effort or money.
